less than 100 per week. "' 

With busses operating all day every two hours, that 
figure shows that two or three people are riding the. bus 
every time it goes through Antioch, ' 

"THESE TOTALS SHOW„ that we have had no one 
riding the bus after 4 p.m. and the most we've ever had on 
the bus at one time is five people," she addejd. 

Woodard then broke things down into monetary terms. 
She said the bus averages $40 per week from bus fares, but . 
.that drivers.' wages alone cost about $100 pt*r day . 

She also, said that other items must be, taken into 
account, such as fuel, depreciation; insurance and fringe 
benefits. ■','.'. 

What makes up for the loss the RTA is operating on in 
Antioch is the gas tax residents pay which amounts to 
over $100,000 a year from Antioch alone, Haley said. , 

"MY WHOLE POSITION for being involved in the RTA. 
* was that after the gas tax was passed. Antioch should 
de.mand transportation service as long as the' RTA was. 
going to get $100,000 of our tax money," Haley remarked. 
He said* one of the reasons Antioch did get public 
. transportation in the first place was because the citizens 
"got on the bandwagon and started screaming." 

Haley said that the gas tax money is supposed to remain 
in the counties where money has been contributed and 
. that if that was actually practiced, Antioch would have 
bus service far more often than stops every two hours. 

WOODARD SAID that the people of Antioch have made 
it clear that-they want the bus_ service, but they are not 
using it. She added that if this continues, cutbacks in 
service will be made. 

The bus official added that the RTA puts all routes on a 

six-month trial basis to determine whether the route is 

-—successful,. _£___ -__ ' 

"If people want to kcep-the two routes that run through 
Antioch they are going to have to start riding the bus," she 
added. The six-month trial would be up in October. 

Woodard said that at the recent RTA budget hearing at 
the College of Lake-County a man from Antioch wanted to 
know why the RTA was running a bus that no one was 
riding. : " - § = 

: She said the RTA replied that. a route is only put but 
after consultation w[th public officials: 7, : 

SO WHY "AREN'T the people of I Antioch riding the 




busses'? 

Woodard said she did not understand the low ridership 
because in February when, the RTA explained the 
schedules to a groUp of senior .citizens and took them for a 
ride, a great number of them turned up at the meeting. 

Haley suggested some of the factors that may be 
turning customers away could include the ^confusing 
schedules, fear of going .on an unfamiliar route, 
unfamiliarity with public transportation and riding4ajgc 
busses. 

The bus schedules, which' can be picked up at the village ■ 
office, the* police station or any of the ;-banks% are "very 
confusing to people." Haley pointed out. 

"Some people, especially- senior citizens, may be afraid 
•to ri'de the RTA because they'll try to get 'somewhere and - 
won't know, where they arc going/' he said. 

HE SUGGESTED THAT in this situation people should 

ask for help from the.bus driver v 

, Woodar.d added that passengers should just board a bus 
and take it for a ride to get used to it. 

"They should time it themselves,so they'll know when it 
stops and not be afraid that they'll get lost," she said. 

"Busses are in radio contact with each other and if a 
passenger wants to transfer to another bus the driver can 
, reach that bus and tell him he has a passenger for him," 
she continued. 

She said the 573 route, from Channel Lake and Antioch 
to Grayslake, stops at Hillside and Lake streets at 5:45 
a.m., 7:10 a.m., 9:10 a.m., 10:45 a.m., 12:10 p.m., 1:10 
p. m. , 3: 10 p.m., 4^5 p/m. and 6:45 p.m. 

IN ORDER TO FIND out when the 1 : 10 p.m.. bus, for 
example, would arrive at the College of Lake County a 
passenger only has to read across. the. schedule at that 
time to find that it would arrive at the school at 1:36 p.m., 
Woodard explained. ]:2 " 

Currently Antioch only has flagstops, Haley said, which 
means that if a passenger wants to ride the bus he or she 
must wave the bus down at the place he or she is waiting. ~" . 

He explained that this would create regular stops, or. 
places where people are most likely to want to qatch a bus,- 

Regarding the overall purpose of the RTA, Haley said 
he knows some people' do think it is a waste, but "they 
have to understand that we must conserve energy and.be 
ecology-minded." 

" "Public transportation is the thing of the future, just 
because the people^.inthis area are not used to it does not 
mean it is a waste," *h"e continued. "The busses can be

used effectively if done right .- > 

"I'M NOT SAYING that the RTA is doing- it right. 
Things peed to.be changed (to increase ridership) but 
we're not going to know what the problems are unless we 
try things out for awhile." 

Possible improvements could include finding out- what 
routes. people want, printing a schedule people can read 
and discovering if the bus is going down the right streets 
in Antioch, he said. 

THE. MAYOR SAID he plans to bring up the village's 
ridership problems to the RTA at their next public hearing 
sometime this summer. 

In the meantime, Woodard warned, if people in Antioch' 
do not start to use the service they wanted for so long, it 
will be cutback. 

Ater all, she said, the bus is a great bargain - 30 cents" for 
senior citizens and handicapped people' and 60 cents for 
adults to ride. to Waukegan, the College of Lake County or 
Hawthorn Shopping Center if they want to. 

"And you can not ride that cheaply by car," she added.

She added that some residents have complained that 
one of the routes stops at Chased Service Station west of 
Antioch in Channel Lake and does not travel further into 
Channel Lake. These people, she said, would probably 
ride the bus if it went down Lake Avenue and further into 
Channel Lake.
